Since 1977, there's been a rush on the part 
of local agencies to comply by implementing 
affirmative action plans. Some agencies have 
lost their funding, providing incentives for 
others to hire minorities and women. 

The law also provides that there can be no 
disparity of services to constituents of LEAA- 
funded local agencies. Trat means minority 
communities have the right to equal police 
protection and equal quality of service from 
criminal justice professionals. 

This is a powerful tool against local police 
departments that respond quickly to incidents 
in white communities and slowly to those in — 
black ones. Likewise, it is a force to insure that 
white prison inmates don't get favored prison 
assignments while black and Hispanic 
inmates get the worst assignments. 

This mandate.extends to probation, as well. 
It leaves virtually no part of the criminal justice 
system untouched. 

These important provisions are just being 
implemented. The Jordan Amendment is only 
three years old, yet it already has had measu- 
rable impact. In the coming years -- if LEAA

Land Ownership Is 


Blacks Hope For “ 
Economic Progress 


By WILLIAM R. MORRIS 

Last January Black business leaders gathered at the 
White House Conference on Smail Business to design a 
strategy for Black economic growth in the 1980s. A little 
ever a month later, some 1,000 Black spokesmen, repres- 
enting over 300 different organizations, convened in 
Richm:.cd, Virginia, the “National Conference on the 
Black Agena for the '80s."" Economic development 


toppeu the list oi priority concerns for Black America in 
the decades arcad 


In other recent ro1ums, national spokesmen for Black 
interests, such as Ben Hooks,“NAACP, Vernon Jordan, 
Urban League, Jesse Jackson, Operation PUSH, and 
Black business advocate Conaressman Parren Mitchell, 
all ranked economic develcnment as the most important 
issue facing America's largest minority, group. The con- 
vention theme of many Black orcanizations over the past 
year also trumpeted the call for economic equality as 4 
matter of Black survival in the yeais to come. 

This year the federal government and privat? business 
will literally invest billions of dollars in real estate and 
econgmic development projects in the cities and small 
towns of America; yet only asmall fraction ot the financial 
gains from these investments will insure to the benefit of 
Biacks--largely because of racial biases that perpetuate 
the historic practices of Black exclusion from the nation's 
economic. mainstream and decision-making. These prac- 
tices have relegated most of the Black population to being 
a consumer of goods and services, with little or no invol- 
vement in the production process. 

(n the past, the central mechanism for Black economic 
progress has been through the “trickle-down” process, as 
most of the money the government spends on Blacksisin 
redistributive income programs such as food stamps, wel- 
fare; etc., and not for economic development activity. 

The Richmond conference recommended that a 
National Develdpment Policy for Blacks places greater 
emphasis on developing and revitalizing existing Black 
communities, and that urban and rural areas should place 
a greater emphasis on increasing Black ownership of 
land, housing and other resources. It noted-+that policies 
which perpetuate poverty through transfers and subsidies 
should be deemphasized. A procedure to implement the 
Black Agenda was also adopted. The questions before us 
today, as it has been in the past, is the how, the who, and 
the when--to make things happen. : 

Another critical concernis the continuing loss of Black- 
owned farmland which has been estimated at 10,000 acres 
each week. By the year 1990, the transfer of Black-owned 
land to white ownership will have been completed, if this 
loss continues at present rate. The prospect for any signif- 
icant rural development-by Blacks in the 1980s is very 
remote at this point, unless drastic actions are initiated to 
stem the loss of the most precious asset for economic 
growth. ‘ 

if meaningful economic progress is to be realized by 
America’s 24 million Blacks, the ownership of real estate, 
and the ability to profit from its development, is essential 
to any follow-up strategy. Our nation’s economy is based 
largely upon land and its resources, any plan to achieve 
economic equality must necessarily deal with the ability 
to control and use real estate more productively than we 
have in the past. 

Displacement, the growing shortage of rental housing, 


—and the high cost of housing itself-is-creating unexpected _ 


problems for Black communities everywhere. Federal 
urban policy now calls for the dispersal of Blacks 
throughout metropolitan areas. When added to these new

Angel Coordinates 
Housing Program 
For Revitalization 


If Ken Angel were a real 
estate agent, he’d be hard 
put to keep a buck in his 
pocket after selling 252 
houses for $1 each. But 
that's what Angel does, sell 
houses for $1 each. 

Fortunately for Angel, he 
is homesteading coordina- 
tor for the city's Urban 
Homestead Lottery. The 
program buys houses from 
the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment and makes them 
available to persons 
through a lottery. 

Each person whose 
name is drawn paysa doWar 
for the house and secures 
the necessary finances to 
rehabilitate it. 

“Houses that the individ- 
uals. are getting, | don't 


think you can beat it (the 
homesteading program). 
Our average rehabilitation 
takes about $11,000. Where 
can you get a sound home 
toy. $11,000,” ws a a 


cost for buildiag a new 
house can start at $52,000. 

“The overall goal of the 
program is to revitalize 
neighborhoods,” he said in 
explaining why the houses 
placed jin the lottery are 
located in the city. 


A person who wins one 
of the homes must agree 
contracturally to rehabili- 
tate and maintain the 
property at least at city 
code level and live in it for 
four years before clear title 
to the property is handed 
over, Angel said. The 
Urban Homesteading 
office interviews each per- 
son applying for the lottery 
and obtains a credit report, 
and then counsels the per- 
son on options for securing 
necessary finance for the 
rehabilitation, he said. 

The program/has cur- 
rently received more than 


$3 million for low-interest ,

In thé lottery on May 6, 25 
houses were issued, Angel 
said, bringing the total 
number to 252. Of that 
number, 150 have been 
completely rehabilitated 
and 83 are in various stages 
of rehabilitation.

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Thompson 
Steps Up 
Campaign 


H. Lee Thompson, run- 
ning far the 29nd Nietrict 
Ohio House seat, is step- 
ping up the pace of his 
campaign to unseat Demo- 
crat incumbent Dean Con- 
ley at the June 3 primary 
election. . 

Thompson, engaged in 
the general practice of the 
law at 825 S. Front St., 
announced his endorse- 
ment of S.B. 188, the so- 
called “Plant Closing” bill. 


The bill, sponsored by 
Senator Michael Schwarz- 
walder, is designed to 
require employers to give a 
two year notice prior to 
closing down a plant. 

Pointing out that the 
closing of the Federal 
Glass Plant last year and 
the relocation of Ricken- 
backer Air Force Base has 
intensified unemployment 
for men and women in the 
southside area, Thompson 
was critical of his opponent 
for ‘failing to publicly 
endorse the bill.”

But, he said, the program 
could change because the 
U.S. House has passed leg- 
islation to allow families 
who earn about $30,000 
annually to purchase the 
homes. The legislation is 
currently before the Senate 
and has the backing of 
Jimmy Carter. 

Lf the changes are 
approved, the program 
would become disadvan- 
tageous to low and moder- 
ate income families, Ree- 
chie said. “If they change 


the program, it's going to_ 


be great for real estate 
agents in suburban com- 
munities,” he said. 


“The program was 
designed to make houses 
available for more people, 
particularly low and mod- 
erate income families,” 
Reechie said. He added 
that before the program 
can have any real effect for 
these Columbus residents,

Specifically, Judge Duncan found that the dual classification of 
policemen and policewomen and the physical agility test used in 
determining the eligibility of applicants for positions as police officers 
with the Columbus Police Department unlawtully discriminated 
against females The judge defined the plaintiffs class to include two 
subclasses as follows ; 
SUBCLASS ONE: Ali females who made or attempted to make appli- 
cation On or after January 13, 1969, and belore the decision in this 
action on the merits. to be officers in the Columbus Division of Police 
and who because of defendants’ discriminatory employmens practi- , 
ces were not permitted to apply of who did apply and had their 
applications rejected 
SUBCLASS TWO: All femaies who made application on or after Jan- 
vary 13, 1969, and betore the decision in this action on the merits, to 
be officers in the Columbus Division of Police and whose applications 
were accepted and who because of defendants’ discriminatory 
employmen: practices were or will be deterred from pursuing their 
applications or were rejecfed for employment tor failure to pass the 
physical agility examination 
Pursuant to these findings Judge Duncan ordered the attorneys for 

both sides to meet and discuss, with the view towards agreement, \he 
following $ 

(a) Preparation and notice of a validated physical agility testing 
program 

(b) Preparation and notice of an affirmative action plan toremedy 
ihe practices found by the court to nave been uniawiul 

(c) The extent and nature of damages, equitable relief, and attor- 
ney fees to which plaintiffs or the members of their class or classes 


may be entitled 
On May 12, 1980, Judge Duncan tesued the following order: 


MEMORANDUM AND ORDER 


By an order dated October 5, 1978, the Court found that qualified 
members of the plaintiff class are entitied to judgment on certain 
claims of sex discrimination under 42 U.S.C. §§1983 and 2000 (e). 
Thereafter the Court directed counsel for all parties to meetin an 
effort to develop an appropriate remedy for the violations which the 
Gourt found to exist. As a result.of such efforts, the parties have 
submitted a joint proposed remedy, filed May 5, 1980 

The Court has modified the joint proposal and incorporates it as 
amended by the Court hereinbelow. nly 


| Monetary Relief Proposed Remedy ; 


Pursuant to an order of this Court dated October 5, 1978, backpay 
or compensatory damages are to be awarded to qualified members of 
each subolass.in this-action For purposes of this section, each sub- 
class will be treated separately subject to the requirements set forth 
ineach of the following paragraphs 

Definitions of Terms Used in this Order 

1. "Lawfully disqualified” shall mean the disqualification of female 
applicants in 1972. 1973 or 1974 because these applicants did not 
pass the medical examination, background investigation, or both 

2 “Otherwise qualified” shall reter to those female applicants who 
had @ valid Ohio driver's license, met applicable age requirements,

1. Subclass Two includes women who failed the physical agility test 
that was given to police applicants on or after April 1, 1975, in any of 
the following four (4) events: (1) 440 yard run, (2) scramble, (3) trigger 
pull (finger pull), and (4) driving test. Subclass Two also includes 
those who failed to appear for any administration of the physical 
agility test because they were deterred by the discriminatory nature of 
the physical agility test 

2. All those members of Subclass Two who are otherwise qualified 
for the position of police officer are entitied to the following relief: All 
backpay (including overtime, which is to be determined by assessing 
the average amount of overtime earned by other police officers of 
identical seniority), less interim earnings, for the time period begin- 
ning with the first class that the person would have been hired into 
and ending with final Court approval of the backpay provisions of this 
order. The burden of demonstrating that an applicant was deterred 
because of the physical agility test is on the plaintiffs. The burden of 
demonstrating that an applicant is not otherwise qualified is on the 
defendants Other Provisions 


1, The term backpay shall mean all gross earnings that @ police 
officer of identical seniority would have earned including vacation 
accrual, sick pay accrual (subject to the applicable cash value sec- 
tions of the pay ordinance), overtime average and any other cash 
benefit available under applicable salary ordi ces. “Overtime aver- 
age” is to be determined by calculating the average amount of over- 
time dollars earned by those police officers whose seniority is equal 
to the constructive seniority of the backpay claimant.

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COMPETENCY EDUCATION: 


When Should Testing Begin? 
How Willlt Affect Students? 


By REGINA WILLIAMS 


Under the law of Ohio, a . 
child between the ages of 
five and 21 has the right toa 
free and equal education, 
regardiess of race, religion, 
‘ethnic background or sex. 

But in recent years the 
public has seen a number 
of statistics on students grad- 
uating from high school 
who can berety read above 
the fourth grade level. 
Complaints have been 
made by employers that a 
large number of their 
applicants do not possess 
the basic skills necessary 
to qualify for employment. 

What are.we to do about: 

aprobiem of this nature ina 
nation where the educat.on 
of the young is one of its 
most iffportant norms? 


How productive can @ 
young adult be if he or she 
reads at a level far below 
the standards they are expect- 
ed to master? 

The answer to these quest- 
ions for some lawmakers is 
to establish a“Minimum Com- 
petency Testing” program, 
a program through which 
students must pass a man- 
datory requirement to grad- 
uate and-receive a diploma. 


Competency testing is 
still in its primary stages of 
development, but many leg- 
istative committees are 
‘drawing up’ these types of 
tests, including one in the 
Ohio House Represent- 
atives. 


HB (House Bill) 349, spon- 
sored by 12th district Rep. 
Donna Pope, prohibits issu- 
ance of a high school dip- 
loma to public school stu- 
dents who do not pass the 
State Board’s minimum 
standards on an examina- 
tion given in the 11th grade. 


It requires that the State 
Board of Education develop 
achievement standards in 
reading, writing, and math- 
ematics for various grade 
levels selected by that body.

The bill also calls for the 
Board to develop separate 
examinations to measure 
pupil's progress toward 
and attainment of the 
standards in each of the 
designated areas and jt 
requires that tests be given 
in any or all grades until the 
mandatory 11th grade tests 
become the requirement 
for graduation. 


" Meanwhile, virtuallpeve- 
ryone agreed that tests 

could have built-in biases. 
For example, a child may 
not know the difference bet- 
ween a“sofa” anda“couch" 
simply because his or her 
parents and associates may 
reter to it by another name. 


This example shows that 
competency tests may hurt 
Children from all socio-econ- 
omic classes. It also shows 
that the tests given during 


the process of desegrega- 


tion could be used for a 
resegregation purpose by 
placing students in classes 
which at the very least 
serve as reminders of past 
unequal educational 
opportunities. 

These are just a few prob- 
lems that must be solved in
